^Tribune, declares that it has been stated, at the White 
House, that the Government will not enforce the in- 
junction granted on the application of Mr. Daugherty, 
to the point of prohibiting free speech and lawful as- 
sembly. We imagine that there are those who would 
question the reliability of such a statement, but there 
are too many circumstances incident thereto, to allow 
the raising any serious question, concerning its authen- 
ticity. The fact of it is, that Mr. Daugherty also is re- 
ported to have said that, "the government will not en- 
force the injunction to the point of abridgement either 
of free speech or lawful assembly."' 


The significant thing about these admissions, how- 


ever, is that they show a recognition that the language 
of the injunction did cover lawful free speech and as- 
sembly. It is just for this, which we insist it is neither 
right for the government to ask, nor for the court to 
grant. We declared, on the day after the injunction 
was granted, that this provision of the restraining order 
would either be vacated, or ignored, or a catastrophe 
would result. Very clearly the facts will vindicate our 
statement.
